CHAINED IN THE HOSPITAL. 


Threatened to Burn Down Her Home 
and Heaped Violent Abuse 
Upon Her Father. 


Laura W. Larimore, a beautiful young 
woman, a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam T. Larimore; 1201 North Garrison ave- 
nue, Became suddenly and violently insane 
Friday night. 

From a gentle and amiable girl, just bud- 
ding into perfect womanhood and the idol 
of her parents. she was transformed into 
an insane creature of the most violent 
kind. 

She threatened to kill her mother or any 
one else who crossed her path. She de- 
clared she would burn the house down, and 
was suiting her actions to the words when 
she was discovered applying the match and 
only by the united force of the family was 
prevented from carrying out her avowed in- 
tentions. 

She was taken to the City Hospital for 
temporary safe-keeping. To-day she is con- 
fined in the observation ward and so vio- 
fent is she that her keepers found if nec- 
essary to strap her to the cot to prevent 
her from attacking the other inmates. 

The spectacle she‘presents is sad. The 
unfortunate girl is just 18 years old, and is 
remarkably beautiful.

ter tears. Mrs. Larimore accompanied Laura 
to the hospital, and all night she staid with- 
in call without sleep. 


Mrs. Larimore told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday morning that her daugh- 
ter's mind never seemed affected until re- 
cently. 

“At first, not long ago,” she said, “‘Laura 
seemed to become melancholy and we were 
uneasy because of it. She never appeared 
violent, however, and we consulted a phy- 
sician, who said she would become all right 
soon. 

esterday, however, she became suddenly 
so violent that something had to be done at 
once. She seemed to hate everything she 
once loved. She threatened to kill both 
her father and myself. We watched her 
and intended having her taken to a private 
sanitarium, but circumstances developed 
that necessitated her removal at once. 

„Laura declared she would burn the house 
down. She managed to escape our observa- 
tion for a moment and presently I heard the 
servant girl scream for help. Laura had 
saturated some paper with kerosene and had 
a lighted match in her hand ready to start 
the fire when she was discovered. She 
struggled so that we knew we could do 
nothing with her and then we determined to 
bring her to the hospital.

I have been good, but now I will be 
the wickedest girl in St. Louis. 1 will 
swear and I will believe in Ingersoll only.“ 

In her cell the girl talks constantly on 
various topics. Almost bereft of clothing, 
and with her hair streaming, her eyes wild- 
ly staring, strapped hand and foot, she 
raves. 

At times she speaks of love for some 
married man. “I love him so,” she will ex- 
claim. “If I could only poison her, then 1 
could marry him.“ 

Then she will talk of ber church and 
speak in the most beaufiful manner of the 
Scriptures. 

Then she will laugh wildly and say that 
never again will she enter the church; the 
teaching of Ingersoll is the only true re- 
ligion. The oaths she utters at times are 
frightful, and in a moment she will quiet 
down and appear as gentle as she was be- 
fore her mind was affected. 

Miss Larimore is a daughter of Mr. Wm. 
T. Larimore, who was formerly a member 
of the prominent grain firm of Larimore 
Bros., who-failed some years ago.

The injured party in the case is Louis 
Marks, a postman connected with the sub- 
Station at the Union Station. His district 
includes the new Barnes Medical College 
at Thirtieth and Chestnut streets. 

According to the allegations made by 
Marks, the circumstances leading up to the 
assault were about as follows: 

Thursday morning while on his route 
Marks met Dr. French driving along the 
Street in his buggy. The doctor hailed him 
and asked for his mail, 

Marks stopped and gathered up the bunch 
directed to the doctor, some of which was 
personal and some sent to him in his ca- 
pacity as Secretary of the médical college. 
There were perhaps twenty-five or thirty 
letters all told. 

Oh, I don’t want all those,” Dr. French 
exclaimed. “Give me my personal mall.“ 

The postman explained-that he was late 
and did not have time to sort all the per- 
sonal from the business letters. He said 
it was only by courtesy that he consented 
to give the doctor his mail on the street, as 
the law did not require it. 

According to Marks, Dr. French then be- 
came very angry and cursing him for his 
foolishness, whipped up his horse and went 
on. : 

Marks continued distributing his mail, and 
thought no more of the incident. . 

Friday morning he got around to the 
Barnes Medical College as usual, with a 
big bundle of letters. He walked into the 
secretary's office for the purpose of leav- 
ing them in a place of safety. There he met 
Dr. French, who immediately took up the 
quarrel of the day before. 

Marks is a small man and not a fighter. 
He is as meek as Moses is alleged to have 
been. The physician went at him hammer 


and tongs, and, so the postman says, insult- 
ed him most grossly. Still the carrier did 
not take it up forcibly. 

He ventured to assert, however, that he 
thought under the circumstances he was as 
much of a gentleman as the man who was 
insulting him. 

“You are a —— —!” shouted Dr. French, 
and with that he hit the carrier. 

Dr. French is a large, able-bodied man. 
The postman had no show with him. He 
was knocked down at the first punch and 
his bag of mail went flying all over the 
room. 

After having blackened Marks’ eye and 
knocked. several chunks of skin off his 
forehead, the angry college professor, de- 
sisted from his attack and the object of his 
wrath made his escape. 

He went to a neighboring drug store and 
washed the blood from his face and se- 
cured a preparation for his eye, which was 
swelling badly. Having completed his 
route, he went back to the Union Station 
branch Office and reported the assault up- 
on him to Superintendent Murray. 

The latter ordered him to write the oc- 
currence out in detail. This Marks did and 
Murray forwarded it to Postmaster Car- 
lisle, who is now investigating it. 

Marks was out on his route Saturday lock- 
ing as though his head had been used for 
a battering ram. His forehead was a mass 
of cuts and bruises and his discolored optic 
loomed up as though covered with a patch. 

He would not discuss the details of the 
assault. ' 

J have made my report on ft to my su- 
periors,’’ he said, and it is not my piace 
to talk about it now.“ 

The offense charged against Dr. French, 
if proven, makes him amenable to the 
Uinted States laws against interfering with 
the mails. 

Dr. French’s statement puts another as- 
pect on the affair, He says that Marks is 
the man who insulted him and brought on 
the whole trouble. 

J once asked him for my mail on the 
street,“ said the doctor, “and he treated 
me most discourteously, but I said nothing 
in reply. 2 I met him at the col- 
lege as I was coming down the steps with 
Janitor Norris. I said nothing to him, 
but Norrie asked for my mail. 

Marks gave him the whole bundle. Nor- 
ris looked through it while I waited at the 
foot of the stairs. Then Marks came down 
and stopped. He spoke to me and insisted 
that I wanted to run his business. 

“I said nothing to anger him as I wanted 
no trouble. Finally he become most abu- 
sive and stuck his face right up against 
mine. I backed off to avaid trouble, but 
he crowded me up against the wall. He 
still kept up his disgusting abuse and at 
last I took off my overcoat and glasses 
and waded in to him as any man with 
manhood must have done. 

“Merks was wild. He tried to brain me 
with a spittoon, and it took five or six of the 
boys to disarm him. All of those witnesses 
will testify that he brought the trouble on 
himself.

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—The Railway Age, in 
lta issue of this week, will publish a sum- 
mary of reports received from some 20 
railway companies and manufacturers in 
ail parts of the country regarding the effect 
on business to date of McKiniey’s election.

THE MARKET BILL 
IN A BAD WAY. 


LIKELY TO DIE FROM LACK OF AT- 
TENTION. 


COUNSELOR HAS 


CITY IT. 
Truck Farmers Want a Wholesale 
Market Where They Can Meet 
the Middle Men. 


There is every prospect that Council bill 
No. 6, which provides for the sale of Union 
Market, will die of inanition and find inter- 
ment in a pigeon hole of City Counselor 
Marshal's desk unless its friends come to 
its rescue with a life-saving injection. 

The bill was introduced April 21, 1896, and 
was given a second reading three days 
later. Then it went to the Ways and Means 
Committee, and the committe has been cogi- 
tating over it ever since. 

A public hearing on the bill was an- 
nounced a few days ago. The members 
of the committee were on hand, but nobody 
came to be heard. 

The members of the committee concluded 


that K neither the friends nor the enemies 
of the bill took enough interest in it to 
come and speak for or against it, it could 
not be of much importance, and as a means 
of getting it off their hands, referred it to 
City Counselor Marshall for an opinion on 
its legality. 

They all hoped and expected that they 
were looking upon the face of the bill for 
the last time, but no tears were shed. 

The bill provides that the sale must take 
place during the year 1896, after 30 days’ 
notice has been given, If action is taken 
on it, it will therefore have to be before 
December 2. 

It is not probable, anyway, that the 
City Counselor will be able to say that 
the bill is legal. It is very loosely drawn 
and the uses to which the proceeds are 
to be put are not clearly stated. It pro- 
vides that “after deducting and refunding 
to the City Treasury the amount disbursed 
for new market land, $200,000 is to be ap- 
propriated for a new market building and 
the remainder of the 4 appropriated 
to the improvement of the charity hospitals

One location is the site of the old Soulard 
market, another is on Linden, above 
Twelfth, and a third is Carr Park. Of the 
three Carr Park is most favored by the 
gardeners, and would be more feasible, for 
the reason that a! f little ground would 
need to be purchased. 

The North Side Improvement Association 
has also urged the large block between 
O Fallon street and ass avenue and 
Eighth and Ninth streets, but has intro- 
duced no bill,

HAS BEEN IN CHICAGO OF LATE, 
BUT WILL NOT TALK. 


CAME WHEN SHE WAS CALLED. 


Had Her Teeth Repaired and Will 
Leave To-Night for the Jeffer- 
son City Penitentiary. 


Maud Lewis, State Senator Peter Morris- 
sey’s murderess, surrendered herself to the 
police Saturday morning. At 8:20 o’clock 
Saturday night she will start for Jefferson 
City in the custody of S. P. Noland, a Mar- 
shal of the State Supreme Court, to begin 
her fifteen years’ sentence for the crime of 
which she has been convicted. 

The State Supreme Court had affirmed the 
decision-of the trial court, and her term 
of imprisonment was to have begun imme- 
diately. But pending the decision of the 
higher court the woman had been released 
on a $5,000 bond, with Charles Comfort as 
her surety. When bond was accepted, it 
was with the understanding that every week 
Maud was to appear in court. Some time 
had elasped since her last appearance in 


— and she had quite disappeared from 
view. 

When the decision of the higher court 
was handed down and Maud Lewis was no- 
where to be found, it was thought that she 
had jumped her bond. Detectives were at 
once put upon her trail, but they were all 
at sea. A rumor that she had gone to Jef- 
ferson City and had surrendered herself to 
the penitentiary officilas was investtigated 
and found to be without foundation. 

Saturday morning Maud Lewis surprised

in a closed carriage She was accompanied 
by Attorney Berry, who represented her 
bondsman, Charles Comfort. They went 
direct to the office of Chief of Detectives

Maud Lewis was well dressed and ap- 
peared in excellent spirits. She talke 
pleasantly with the officials and told them 
she had no intention of running away to 
escape her punishment. 

She said she had been in Chicago for 
some time, but declined to enter into the 
details of her stay there. As soon as she 
received a telegram from her bondsman no- 
tifying her of the finding of the Supreme 
Court, she took the first train sible for 
St. Louis and delivered herself to Chief 
Desmond. 

She did not express surprise nor disap- 
pointment at the finding of the higher 
court. She was ready to begin her term 
of yn Pg tye she said, but requested 
that she be given her liberty until Monday, 
by which time she would have her affairs 
wound up. Chief Desmond informed her 
it was out of the question. 

She said then that her teeth were bad 
and she wanted to have them filled before 
going to prison. The Chief put her in 
charge of Detectives Smith and Dewar and 
they escorted her to Dr. Chase’s office, 
where her dental work was done. She was 
informed that she could have till 8:20 to- 
night for the purpose.
